cipline.” 
The booklet, co-authored w'ith 
nurse Vicki Soltz, is included 
in the National Education As­ 
sociation's Ja n u a ry issue of the 
‘‘NEA Jo u rn a l.” It is also be- 
! ing published for sale. 
D reikurs points up his ideas 
with 
four-year-old 
Anne, 
a 
“poor ea te r” who “ blows b u b ­ 
bles in her m ilk,” and “pushes 


I food 
around 
on 
her 
plate.” 
M other decides to let “natural 
, consequences” take over. She 
doesn’t criticize, but removes 
unfinished food from the table. 
I 
At the next 
meal, uneaten 
i food again is taken away. Later, 
| Anne is hungry. M other refuses 
milk and cookies, and lets her 
! wait until evening dinner time. 
Children “respond to such con­ 
sequences if they are not used 
as a th reat or imposed in a n ­ 
ger.” Although “it may take a 
little tim e,” A nne probably will 
begin to eat normally. 
“Logical 
consequences,” 
the other hand, are those 
ted to a special situation, 
“always 
represent 
order 
avoid possible chaos,” the 
thors say. 
Take for instance, th ree-y ear- 
old Susan who dashes into the 
street. Because of the danger, 
M other can’t let her child play 
outside alone, but she can ask 
Susan to stay in the yard. If 
she goes into the street, then 
M other “quietly and 
firm ly” 
brings her inside. 
“ We m ust use logical conse­ 
quences cautiously if a power 
contest is involved,” the w riter 
warn. 
“Logical 
consequences 
easily become punishm ent and 
make m atters worse. But n a tu r­ 
al consequences always work. 
One m ust sim ply be sure that 
w hat follow's the act represents 
the pressure of reality — that 
w hich 
would 
just 
naturally 
happen.” 
Neither punishm ent nor re ­ 
w ards w'ill work in disciplining 
the child, the authors m aintain. 
The child may try to gain a t­ 
tention by being pleasant, “ but 
if this approach doesn’t w ork,” 
he m ay have a tantrum , and 
will 
deliberately 
repeat 
his 
m isbehavior w ith “a ju st try 
and stop m e” attitude. 
The wise choice for the p a r­ 
ent is to w ithdraw from the 
scene to “avoid yielding to his 
dem ands.” He will 
find then 
that “there is no point in being 
victor in an em pty field.” 
“R ew arding children for good 
behavior can be almost as bad 
psychologically 
as 
punishing 
them ,” 
the 
authors 
contend. 
Paying the child for doing his 
part of the chores at home, for 
instance, plants in his mind the 
“w hat's in it for m e” philoso­ 
phy.

W hen M ichigan’s lakes and 
rivers freeze over and the ice 
becomes thick enough to hold 
the w eight of a man, 
an in ­ 
creasing band of hardy fisher­ 
m en follow an exam ple set by 
area Indian tribes m any years 
ago, according to the Michigan 
Tourist Council. 
The Indians w ere m otivated 
by the need to survive during 
the w inter months. 
Most 
of 
them hacked a hole in the ice 
to spear their dinner but there 
w ere those who used handlines 
m uch as today’s fishermen. 
From these, the Indians d e­ 
veloped the first crude tip-ups, 
a device which 
allowed 
one 
person to tend several fishing 
holes at the sam e time and r e ­ 
lieved the tedium of long, u n ­ 
productive waits in sub-freez­ 
ing tem peratures. 
The tip -u p is essentially two 
crossed 
sticks 
resting 
above 
the fishing hole with one act­ 
ing as a balance or axis. The 
fishline is attached to one end 
of the other stick and a signal 
device such as a small flag is 
fastened on the other end. 
W hen the fish 
strikes, 
the 
axis stick turns, popping the 
signal device into the air and 
the fisherm an scram bles to set 
his hook. 
T ip-ups have become m uch 
m ore 
sophisticated 
over 
the 
years and m any fishermen now 
use bells, 
lights, 
underw ater 
reels and other gadgets design­ 
ed to im prove efficiency. 
The rules for ice fishing are 
sim ple and it is up to the fish­ 
erm an how m uch 
com fort he 
wants. 
T here are as m any ice fish­ 
ing rigs as there are fisher­ 
men, but one thing 
that all 
agree on is the need for w arm 
clothing. 
W indbreaks are handy, 
too.

fishing grounds these are en- 
closed portable strutures known 
fam iliarly and fondly as a fish­ 
ing shanties.

Eli Waldron writes an article titled “A Fresh Look 
at Wisconsin” in the February issue of Holiday maga­ 
zine that may rate an “A” as an exercise in English, 
but we wouldn’t give it better than a “C” on either 
economics or sociology. 
It is an old plaint of ours that the national pub­ 
lications which send a bright lad in to inspect us and 
write about us as the people of a depressed area do not 
really understand their subject when they write about 
it and that they follow a now familiar pattern of tossing 
in some amusing local color, some horrendous statistics 
about Hie iron ore, some moralizing about the rape of 
the resources and a summation that is pat: Ifs a beau­ 
tiful area, but it’s seen its day and it’ll be quite a while 
before there’s another one.

This time it is Northern

There seems to be more of a market for articles 
that report decay and departure today than for those 
that see daylight in the swamp and spring making. We’d
